Over  seventy  eventful  years  have  passed  since  the  founder,  Mr.  John  Klehm,  made 
the  first  planting  of  trees  in  this  soil  and  displayed  the  great  pioneer  nursery  business 
sign  in  Northern  Illinois. 

Arlington  Heights  is  adjacent  to  Chicago,  in  Cook  County,  about  22  miles  northwest 
from  the  loop  on  the  C.  &  N.  W.  Ry.;  also  on  Auto  route  No.  19  known  as  the  Northwest 
Highway;  and  on  the  Arlington  Heights  Road  connecting  with  Higgins  Road  and 
Rand  Road. 

READ  CAREFULLY 

All  the  stock  offered  is  grown  on  our  own  grounds  and  is  clean  and  true.  From  Spring 
until  Fall,  the  nurseries  are  cultivated  every  week,  and  the  plants  are  kept  growing  con¬ 
stantly.  This,  with  rich  soil  and  frequent  pruning  and  transplanting,  makes  them  larger, 
thriftier,  and  more  vigorous,  and  when  sent  out  are  strong  and  well  developed.  Severe 
Winters  prove  the  hardiness  of  the  stock. 

We  pack  our  products  exceedingly  well.  It  is  our  practice  to  “puddle”  the  roots  of 
shrubs  and  other  stock  (dip  them  in  thick  mud)  so  all  air  will  be  excluded  from  the 
roots.  Protected  this  way,  and  additionally  safeguarded  by  the  good  wrapping  or  boxing 
that  we  give  them,  our  trees  and  shrubs  reach  their  destination  in  perfect  growing  con¬ 
dition.  With  stock  true  to  name,  grown  right,  dug  carefully,  and  packed  securely,  we 
can  please  every  planter. 

TERMS  OF  PAYMENT 

Our  terms  of  payment  are  cash,  which  does  not  mean  that  we  ship  C.  O.  D.  We 
deliver  the  goods  and  mail  bills  at  the  same  time,  and  expect  payment  within  a  few 
days.  People  unknown  to  us  will  please  send  cash  or  references  with  their  order.  It  is 
impossible  for  us  to  make  immediate  shipment  to  new  clients  who  do  not  send  references 
or  remittance  with  their  order.  Not  sending  references  or  enclosing  remittance  causes 
delay  in  the  forwarding  of  the  stock  you  order.

We  guarantee  all  stock  furnished  by  us  to  be  first-class,  true  to  name  and  to  grade.

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FRUIT  DEPARTMENT 


Our  collection  of  fruit  is  replete  with  all  kinds 
that  have  proven  to  be  the  best  for  general  pur¬ 
poses.  It  is  not  an  extensive  collection  but  there 
is  not  a  single  kind  in  all  of  the  sections  but  what 
is  of  the  highest  merit. 

All  fruit  trees  need  good  drainage,  liberal  culti¬ 
vation  and  mulching  with  well  decomposed  ma¬ 
nure,  to  obtain  the  best  results.  Never  plant 
trees  as  you  receive  them,  but  prune  all  the  broken 
and  bruised  roots  and  cut  out  all  lateral  branches, 
leaving  but  four  or  five  strong  branches  to  make 
a  well  shaped  head.  These  may  then  be  shortened 
to  about  a  half  dozen  good  budsi  of  the  last  year’s 
growth. 

In  planting-,  dig  holes  about  three  feet  in  diam¬ 
eter  and  about  fifteen  inches  deep  so  as  to  admit 
the  roots  in  their  natural  position,  breaking  up 
all  the  good  sub-soil,  using  the  best  and  finest  soil 
over  the  roots,  thereby  filling  all  the  crevices. 
When  the  hole  is  almost  full,  firm  the  soil  around 
the  roots  with  the  foot  so  that  it  is  packed  solid, 
then  fill  up  remainder  of  hole  and  tread  lightly. 
A  mulch  of  four  or  five  inches  of  coarse  manure 
will  be  highly  beneficial  to  the  trees  and  will 


prevent  cracking  of  the  soil  in  drought  and  es¬ 
tablish  a  better  growth  during  the  season. 

Spraying 

Spraying  ought  not  to  be  neglected,  as  it  is  no 
longer  an  experiment  but  a  necessity,  to  insure  a 
good  crop  of  fruit  free  from  worms.  The  best 
poison  or  insecticide  is  Arsenate  of  Lead,  using 
about  two  pounds  to  fifty  gallons  of  water  or  one 
ounce  to  one  gallon.  Cherries  should  be  sprayed 
when  they  are  as  large  as  a  pea,  or  four  or  five 
days  after  the  blossoms  have  dropped.  Give 
apples  the  first  spraying  about  four  or  five  days 
after  the  blossoms  have  dropped,  the  second 
spraying  about  two  weeks  later;  the  third  about 
August  5th,  and  the  fourth  about  August  20th. 
Plums  should  be  sprayed  as  soon  as  the  blossoms 
have  dropped,  and  then  every  two  or  three  weeks 
until  July  20th.  After  the  first  spraying,  one  and 
one-half  pounds  of  Arsenate  of  Lead  to  fifty  gal¬ 
lons  of  water  is  strong  enough.  Currants  and 
Gooseberries  ought  to  be  sprayed  to  check  the 
army  worm  about  the  time  the  cherries  are 
sprayed. 


Apples 


The  Apple  is  the  king  of  fruits.  With  proper 
selection  of  our  varieties  it  will  supply  your  table 
with  fruit  the  year  around.  When  in  bloom  they 
are  of  great  beauty  and  the  fruit  is  loved  by 
everyone. 

When  planting  an  orchard  or  garden,  make  a 
selection  of  15  per  cent  Summer,  25  per  cent  Pall 
and  60  per  cent  winter  varieties.

The  Pear  deservedly  ranks  among  the  most 
highly  esteemed  of  fruits.  Its  different  varieties 
present  themselves  to  us  from  midsummer  through 
the  Autumn  and  Winter.  In  appearance  they  are 
of  so  many  forms  and  colorings,  and  their  qual¬ 
ities  are  so  varied  and  so  pleasing  that  every  taste 
can  be  gratified,  and  that  continuously,  by  some 
new  and  delicate  flavor.

Cherries 

The  Cherry  for  home  and  commercial  purposes 
is  one  of  the  most  profitable  fruits  that  can  be 
planted,  because  there  is  no  other  fruit  so  much 
in  demand  in  season  and  most  all  of  it  can  be  sold 
on  the  highways  at  good  prices. 

There  is  no  fruit  that  makes  more  delicious 
preserves  than  canned  Cherries,  for  Winter  pies 
and  other  dessert.  The  so-called  sour  Cherries 
are  hardy  and  vigorous  and  most  profitable  for 
planting. 

Grafting  or  budding  them  on  Morello  stock 
dwarfs  the  trees  and  these  are  most  profitable  for 
this  section  of  the  country  and  probably  bear 
twicevas  much  fruit  as  those  grafted  or  budded  on 
Mahaleb  stock.

Plums 

The  Plum  is  often  called  the  poor  man’s  tree  because  they  require  so  little  room  to  grow  and  are 
always  such  profitable  bearers.  The  market  demand  for  high  grade  Plums  is  almost  unlimited,  and  for 
dessert,  cooking  and  canning,  no  fruit  is  more  delicious.  And  now  by  annual  spraying  with  Bordeaux 
Mixture  and  Arsenate  of  Lead  we  are  able  to  control  the  curculio,  which  is  the  most  dangerous  insect 
enemy  to  the  Plum,  and  by  a  liberal  application  of  wood  ashes  or  potash  in  other  form,  we  are  nearly 
always  certain  of  obtaining  a  crop  of  this  most  desired  and  appreciated  fruit.

The  trees  are  as  hardy  as  the 
peach  and  should  be  planted  on  a  northern  or 
western  exposure  to  prevent  early  blooming.  They 
need  the  same  treatment  for  curculio  as  the  plum.

Everybody  knows  that  shrubs  are  indispensable, 
whether  on  private  places,  in  parks,  or  any 
grounds,  and  may  be  used  in  any  situation,  around 
porches,  at  the  base  of  the  house,  at  the  entrances, 
between  trees  and  as  backgrounds  for  perennial 
borders,  or  specimens;  wherever  planted,  they 
always  make  handsome  effects. 

Our  assortment  consists  of  all  hardy  varieties 
and  is  such  that  flowers  may  be  had  during  the 
entire  growing  season  together  with  the  various 
colors  of  the  bright  yellow,  brilliant  red  and 
sombre  shade  of  purple  and  variegated  foliages. 
And  the  Winter  effect  in  some  of  the  shrubs  is  very 
striking,  especially  so  when  they  come  in  contrast 
with  white  snow,  such  as  the  Cornus  with  its  red 
and  yellow  bark,  the  Barberry  and  Viburnums 
with  their  bright  red  berries  that  hang  on  the 
bushes  during  the  entire  Winter. 

When  planting,  the  best  way  to  balance  between 
the  roots  and  branches  is  to  cut  the  latter  back 
one-half  of  last  year’s  growth.  The  hole  should 
be  made  large  enough  to  allow  the  roots  to  spread 
out  in  a  natural  way,  leaving  shallow  depressions 
around  the  plant  so  that  the  water  will  not  flow 
away.  The  top  soil  should  be  kept  loose  to  a 
depth  of  two  to  three  inches,  thus  retaining  the 
moisture.  Annual  pruning  should  be  done  direct¬ 
ly  after  the  flowering  season,  the  old  straggly  wood 
and  spindling  shoots  should  be  cut  so  as  to  ma¬ 
ture  flowering  buds  for  the  next  season,  excepting 
a  few'  shrubs  that  may  be  trimmed  in  Winter, 
such  as  Hydrangea,  Altheas,  and  dwarf,  late- 
blooming  Spireas.

In  color  the  Peony  rivals 
the  rose  in  beauty,  ranging  from  pure  white  to  dark¬ 
est  red,  and  the  shades  of  pink  are  truly  magnificent. 
Peonies  thrive  in  all  locations  whether  in  the  broad 
sunlight  or  in  partial  shade.  Do  not  plant  Peonies 
too  deep.  The  roots  should  be  placed  so  that  the 
crowns  are  covered  with  2  inches  of  soil.  Too  deep 
planting  is  a  frequent  cause  of  shy  flowering.  Peonies 
are  the  “Queen  of  Spring  Flowers”  and  produce 
during  their  flowering  season  a  gorgeous  effect  not 
equalled  by  any  other  flower.
